30 Between 5 and 7 July, 8,000 men of the 131, 132 and 135 Divisions, 4 Field 
army, left Chungshan for Canton, where they are awaiting transportation north. 


40 On the morning of 15 July, 4,000 men of the 146 Division, 48 Army ,24* moved 
from Canton to Hengyang. On 16 duly, 6,000 men of the 134 Division, 45 army, 
commanded by LIaQ Chung (ig if ), which had moved from boca Tigris (113-41, 
22-49) to Canton, left for Hankow. 


o-¢ Un 16 July, 30 Japanese gunners, commanded by YANAGIDA Tomitaro CHO & 
SRP ee of the field artillery detachment of the 43 army, left Canton for 
Hankow en route to vukden. Six thousand men of the 152 Division, 50 army, 8 
who moved from Chiangmen (113-06, 22-34) and are en route to Hankow, were 
ordered to travel by night. 


6. On 17 July, 5,000 men of the 140 Division, 46 army, and 12 armored 
vehicles moved from .uchou (111-19, 23-28) to Canton and are awaiting orders 
to go north. Three thousand men of the 121 Division, 41 army, commanded by 
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LI Han-pi, moved from Huiyang (114-26, 23-05) to Canton en route north. -
